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Newsman's Ethics 
Protected by Law 


In Only 9 States 


(By The Associated Prexti) 


Never violate a trust; never re- 


veal the source of information ob 
tained in confidence. 


This unwritten code of ethics 


of the newsman is protected by 
law in only nine states, a, survey 
showed today. 


However, bills to grant newsmen 


•legal 
immunity 
from 
making 


- known the sources of published 


information were introduced in the 
New York legislature Monday. The 
move for such a law started after 
the news editor and a reporter for 
the Xewburg'h (N. Y.) News were 
fined S100 each and sentenced to 
10 days in jail for contempt. They 
refused to tell an Orange county 
grand jury where they obtained 
"numbers" lottery tickets repro- 
duced by their paper in an anti- 
gambling- campaign. 


Serve Five Day* 
, 


They were released yesterday in 


custody of thpir attorney after 
serving' five days. 


States graining newsmen such 


immunity are Alabama. Arizona, 
Arkansas. 
Indiana, 
Kentucky, 


Maryland, New Jersey, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania. 


California passed a law in 1935 


granting newsmen partial exemp- 
tion. It forbids the legislature to 
charge newsmen with contempt 
but does not prevent their criminal 
prosecution in courts for refusing 
to tell the source of their infor- 
mation. 


Attempts to pass a law exempt- 


ing newsmen have failed m sev- 
eral states, including Kansas. Mis- 
souri, Georgia. Florida and New 
Hampshire. 


Can't Force Disclosure* 


In most of the remaining states, 


no 
full-fledged 
effort 
has been 


made to get such legal immunity 
on the Jaw books or the issue has 
not come to the fore. 


The Arkansas law 
exempting 


newsmen from disclosing informa- 
tion sources were sponsored by the 
state bar association as a "matter 
of public welfare' 'to encourage 
"pitiless publicity against wrong- 
doing." 


Under that law, no nswepaper 


writer can be forced to disclose 
the source of published informa- 
tion unless it is shown the story 
was "written and published in bad 
faith, with malice, and not in the 
interest of the public welfare." The 
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law wa» adopted overwhelmingly 
at the 1938 general election. 


Kentucky's newsman's exemp- 


tion statute also was adopted in 
1936. 
Before that time there were 


several cases In which newsmen 
were sent to jail rather than dis- 
close sources.

Coming Year, Make 


First Payment

Washington, March 3—(AP) — 


March 15 is the income tax dead- 
line for: 


1. Those who must make a flna] 


return—and pay in full any tax 
•till owed—on their 1947 income. 


Most people, when they've done 


that, won"fr have anything further 
to do until March 15, 1949. when 
they settle up on their 1948 taxes 


That's 
because most people 


make under $5,000 and full 1948 
tax will be withheld from wages 
and salaries under $5,000 in 1948 
But— 


2. Some people also by March 


15, 194S, must file an estimate "on 
their 194S tax and start paying the 
first part of four installments on 
some of tt. 


That's because several 
million 


people won't have the full tax—or 
any tax—withheld from them in 
1918. The reason is: 


They'll make over $5,000 or will 


have the kind 
of income 
from 


which tax is not withheld. So, to 
repeat— 


By March 15, 1948, they must 


file an estimate on their 1948 tax 
and make the 
first 
of four pay- 


ments on the difference between 
the tax withheld (if any) and the 
estimated full tax for 1948. 


Those three other payments are 


due June 15 and 
Sept. 15 of this 


year and Jan. 15, 1949. 


You're one of these people: 
1. If your 1948 
income from 


wages or salary will be more than 
S5.000, plus $500 for each exemp- 
tion besides your own. 


Example: You're married. Your 


salary will be 55.000. Full 1948 
tax is withheld up to 55.000. plus 
each exemption except your own. 
You claim a $500 exemption for 
your wife. You don't have to file 
an estimate. 


Example: 
You're married and 


have one child. Your 1948 salary 
will be $9.000. 
In your case full 


tax is withheld up to $6,000 be- 
cause of those two $500 exemp- 
tions for your wife and child. 


You'll have to file an estimate 


and start paying the difference be- 
tween the tax withheld up to $6000 
and the full tax due on $9,000. 


2. If you expect to have $500 


or more income from which no tax 
is withheld—such as a doctor with 
fees or a landlord with 
rents— 


you'll have to file an estimate on 
your total 1948 income and the 
tax on it and start paying the tax. 


3. If you'll have income of more 


than $100 from which no tax is 
withheld—m addition to income 
from which tax is withheld—and if 
the two 
incomes total $500 or 


more—you'll have to file an esti- 
mate and make the first payment 
on the difference between the tax 
withheld and the full tax due. 


Example. You'll make $4,500 in 


wages from which tax is withheld 
but you'll get an additional $101 
from lecturing or renting a room 
or doing some service. 


Suppose husband and wife both 


have incomes large enough to re- 
quire an estimate. Then both must 
file an 
estimate, separately 
or 


jointly. 


So you don't have to file an es- 


timate now. But suppose you find 
later in the year that you do be- 
cause of income changes or other 
reasons. 
In such a case you can 


file an estimate by the next pay- 
ment date: June 15, Sept. 15, Jan.

that 


Benes met Dr. Thomas Masaryk, 
who was a professor there. The 
two became fast friends and co- 
plotters to free the Czech people 
irom Austria-Hungary and'estab- 
lish a republic. Masaryk once said: 


"Without Benes we never would 


have had the republic". 


In 1914 the two joined in a 


political conspiracy against the 
Austro - Hungarian 
government. 


When World War I started Mas- 
ai yk went to Switzerland to carry 
on the work which was to make 
him father of his country. Benes 
lemamed in Prague and built an 
undercover organization. Just as 
the Austrian police were about to 
anest him. he escaped to Switzer- 
land and joined Masaryk. 


May Start Reaction 


Theie the two conducted theit 


historic campaign for the estab- 


lishment of a Czechosolvakia re- 
public. This was created out of 
former 
Austro-Hunganan 
piov- 


mces m 1918, when it was recog- 
nized by the allies, with President 
Woodrow Wilson sponsoring it. 


Masaryk became first president 


of Czechoslovakia and Benes was 
his foreign minister toi I'/ years 
until 1935, when Masaryk resigned 
because of ill health. Benes fol- 
lowed in the picsidcncy. which he 
has held ever since, barring the 
German occupation, and even then 
he was head of the Czechoslovakia 
government in exile. With all his 
other duties Benes found time to 
serve seven terms as president of 
the League of Nations council.

Czechoslovakia's two gieatest na- 
tional heroes 
Masaryk is dead,
